H adn’t he or­ 
dered his subjects to eat, drink 
and enjoy them selves? 
The hint of im pending revolu­ 
tion was w hispered in the tow n 
by the foreign elem ent.

The m em bers 
felt that the resignation of Doctor 
Webb was a step tow ard victory. 
The next m ove would be the over­ 
throw of the king. 
The R everend Hana, the king’s 
chaplain, oblivious of the trend 
of political events, spent m ost of 
his tim e planning the details of 
the w edding cerem ony. 
In the center of the palace 
grounds he caused to be con­ 
structed a large, square ten t of 
brightly colored tapa cloth. This 
was to be the nuptial bow er. In 
this tent the princess would w ait 
for her fu ture husband. Before 
the actual cerem ony there would 
be a grand torchlight procession 
of the chiefs, in which they would 
bring sym bolic gifts and present 
them to the king as an act of 
fealty. The chiefs w ere to w ear 
the great feather cloaks w hich 
had come dow n to them from 
their ancestors. The palace guard, 
w earing only malos and feather 
helmets, w ere to form a body­ 
guard for the king. Every person 
in the H aw aiian Islands who had 
the slightest claim to royal or 
high-chief blood had been com ­ 
m anded to be present. 
The princess was to enter the 


tent at twilight. The procession 
wras to be held at nightfall, and 
the actual wedding at m idnight 
th 
David, wearing a scarlet feather 
cape of a young prince, would 
then retire with the girl into the 
tent before the eyes of all the 
assembled company and there re­ 
main until morning. From m id­ 
night until dawn a great feast, or 
luau, would be served to the as­ 
sembly.

The Seventh also fought vigor­ 
ously for the major supply and rail 
center of Haguenau in an attem pt 
to dear the Germans from the 
Karlsruhe comer of Lorraine. 
The French cities of Forbach 
and Sarreguemines, screening Saar- 
brucken, also were shelled as the 
Americans moved up inside or ad- 
jacc nt to the border of the vital 
hasta with its war factories and 
foundries. 
Forbach is four miles 
southwest 
of 
Saarbrucken 
and 
Sarreguemines is eight miles south­ 
east of that German city of 135,000 
population. 
Farther north the Germans were 
driven across two river barriers. 
American Ninth Army troops ad­ 
vanced to the Hoer river at Julich 
as all organized resistance west of 
the river stronghold collapsed. 
In 
southeastern Holland the British 
Second Army crushed the last Ger­ 
man salient in Blcrick on the west 
bank of the Maas river opposite 
Venlo. 
The Germans retreated to 
strong positions across the Maas 
with their backs to the Reich. 
Just south of the Ninth Army's 
sector, IT. S. F irst Army troops, 
scoring Limited gains along the 
Aachen-Cologne superhighway, ad­ 
vanced to within 500 yards of the 
Hoer river north of Ouren. 
Lt.- 
Gen. Courtney H. Hodges’ men 
were 22 airline miles from Co­ 
logne’s western outskirts. 
nm Allied offensive along the 
northern front has as a goal the 
Ruhr valley, which, with the now 
threatened Saar, houses much of 
Germany's heavy industries. It was 
believed the Germans had massed 
the greater part of their tanks and 
a third of their infantry along the 
northern front to protect the Ruhr. 
On the Third Army’s right flank.
